Banks introduced Mrs. An­ 
drew H. McKee of San Fran­ 
cisco, who told the board^that 
she and her husband tried for 
several years to purchase 
home in Marin, but consistent 
ly ran into refusals to sell. In 
some instances, she said, home 
owners agreed to sell to them 
but changed their minds under 
pressure from neighbors.

AWAITING APPEAL 
Summers, 31, was convicted 
of armed robbery here and was 
in county jail awaiting appeal 
Of his 20-year sentence. 
“I won’t be a party to killing 
an innocent man,” Summers 
said in explanation of his 11th 
hour confession. He said he 
killed the girl during a drunk­ 
en spree. 
Deputy Sheriff Oscar War- 
neke of Bexar County, who 
took Summers’ statement, said 
he was frankly skeptical of the 
story. 
•'I’m certainly glad,” Shaver 
said. 
“This is sure proving 
God's work.” 
DAD BREAKS DOWN 
Shaver’s father, keeping a 
death vigil in front of the 
Huntsville Penitentiary, broke 
down and cried: ‘‘Thank God 
my prayers have been answer­ 
ed ” he sobbed. 
Both Kilday and Dist. Atty. 
Hubert Green Jr. asked the 
state Board of Pardons and 
Paroles for a 15-day stay as 
soon as Summers made his 
statement. 
The stay, quickly granted by 
the board and approved by 
Gov. Price Daniel, found Sha­ 
ver shaved and ready for his 
date with the executioner.

War II 'Bows-Arrows' 


Weapon Disclosed 


WASHINGTON (A* — The 
Defense Department has lifted 
the lid from its secret bows 
and arrows project of World 
War II. 


The evidence shows it was 
no laughing matter, although 
jokes were made when its ex­ 
istence first was publicized. 
Rather, it was a subject of 
deadly seriousness— an attempt 
to give American agents and 
cloak and dagger personnel a 
quiet, effective means of kill­ 
ing the enemy. 


The bows and arrows proj­ 
ect began in 1943 when the 
Office 
of 
Strategic 
Services 
(OSS) said it needed some “si­ 
lent, 
flashless 
weapons” 
in 


dealing with such persons, for 
instances, as enemy sentries. 
Research was undertaken at 
Northwestern University where 
two dozen engineers, physic­ 
ists, mechanics and draftsmen 
came up with working models 
of rubber band-powered weap­ 
ons resembling medieval cross 
bows of King Arthur’s time. 
One model was found cap­ 
able of killing a man at 25 
yards. Another at 50 yards. 
The researchers tested the 
effectiveness of the weapons 
by firing darts into big chunks 
of horsemeat. The deadliness of 
the weapon was apparent when 
the lowest powered model pen­ 
etrated the meat deeper than 
a .22 caliber pistol bullet.

Mrs. Marion C. Ibach, board 
secretary, urged that the dis­ 
trict apply again in May for 
funds under the Hill-Burton 
Act, to assist in constructing 
an addition.

Thomas, acting chairman, and 
Herman J. Hale declined to 
join in voting for the applica­ 
tion until a full board could 
be present. 
The directors estimated Mar­ 
in County would be third in 
line in California for Hill-Bur­ 
ton funds this year, behind 
Garberville, which has a 46- 
bed hospital, and Susanville, 
with a 48-bed hospital.

Oklahoman who practiced law 
in this state and in Washington 
before entering the clergy will 
be the next Episcopal bishop 
of California. 
Very Rev. James A. Pike, 
dean of New York City’s Cathe­ 
dral of St. John the Divine, was 
elected yesterday to succeed 
Rt. Rev. Karl Morgan Block, 
who must retire Dec. 28 on his 
72nd birthday.

Quackery 
Said Rising 


SACRAMENTO UP) — The 
Senate Interim Committee on 
Public Health reports medical 
quackery exists in California 
to a “ substantially detrimen­ 
tal” degree. 
The committee’s tentative re­ 
port of findings said cancer 
quackery is prevalent and is 
increasing. 
Sen. John F. Thompson (R- 
San Jose), chairman, said the 
committee plans to hold hear­ 
ings soon at which opponents 
to “ any type of regulation” of 
various cures will give their 
views. 
The 1957 Legislature killed 
two measures aimed at con­ 
trolling cancer quackery after 
lengthy debate. 
The committee’s report said: 
“ It appears that the opposition 
to regulatory legislation is prin­ 
cipally based on the contention 
that effective forms of treat­ 
ment for cure of cancer and 
other diseases do exist but that 
a board or agency, composed 
principally of doctors of medi­ 
cine, will not recognize such 
treatments or cures.” 
The committee specified that 
its conclusions were tentative 
in that the opposition had not 
yet been heard from.

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Spirited Approach To Subject Marks Art Show Works 


By AMBER EUSTUS 


If you’re looking for a nice, 
clean definition of “What is 
representational art?” it might 
be well to see the current Ma- 
rin Society of Artists Show. 
(The Frances Young Gallery at 
the Marin A rt and Garden Cen­ 
ter is open from 2 to 5 p. m. 
Sundays and some other after­ 
noons when the Rental Gallery 
is attended.) 


The show won’t answer your 
questions, but it will give you 


delightful food 
for thought. 
The exhibit, by the way, was 
hung with 
exceptional good 
sense. 
Pictures are grouped 
here with their own kind, there 
with kindred subject but dif­ 
ferent approach. 


UNEVEN CALIBER 
Since the society’s m em ber­ 
ship ranges from outright ama­ 
teur to polished professional, 
the caliber of painting is like­ 
wise uneven. W hat most of the 
pictures have in common, how­ 


ever, is a spirited approach to 
subject. In some cases, the 
handling of oil or watercolor is 
masterful. 


The impressionist approach 
is perhaps the most common 
in this show. Something excep­ 
tional in this vein—exceptional 
in its simplicity and restraint 
—is Justine Carey’s “White 
Daisies.” Oriental in its off- 
center composition, this small 
watercolor is a virtual mono­ 
chrome with its rich brown 


background, a deft handling of 
the “flat wash.” 
TWO OTHERS 
Side-by-side are two other 
impressionistic paintings, Dor­ 
ris M orrison’s “Still Life,” and 
Emilie MacIntyre’s “The Girl,” 
a Manet-type flat handling of a 
portrait. 
At opposite poles are W ilbur 
Russell’s “Ship Bottom,” which 
is mystic to the point of sur­ 
realism, and Nat Levy’s “Dor­ 
othy,” a clear, crisp, factual 
watercolor 
of 
China 
Camp. 


Both pictures are of beached 
boats. Levy uses sunlight to 
establish the masses of his sub­ 
ject. 
Russell virtually extin­ 
guishes atmospheric light in 
favor of an illumination w ith­ 
in. 
Americans are perhaps un­ 
aware of how great and long- 
lived an impact the French im­ 
pressionists 
(abetted 
by the 
photographer) have had on our 
painting. We tend to see our

It w?as 
the doffing of the illumination 
and baring of the bones (and 
triangles) of the subject itself: 
A goodly num ber of our con­ 
tem porary painters carry on 
the revolution without under­ 
standing what they are in re ­ 
volt against. 


Speaking of triangles, Clara 
Bass uses them in her charm ­ 
ing composition, “C h i l d r e n 
Playing,” with great success. 
Her technique of breaking up 
the shapes enhances the mood 
of the picture. 


There are several solid con­ 
cepts of subject. Edward Straw- 
bridge shows rare imagination 
in his still life study of the in­ 
side of a closet. W hat would 
pass on the surface for a literal 
study of a mundane subject is 


actually a subtle study in ab­ 
stract values with emotional 
poignance. 
In watercolors, there is an 
impressive 
w a s h 
painting, 
“Terra Linda” by Arvila Selig- 
man, and a fine watercolor por­ 
trait by Elizabeth Vreeland. 
It is hard to judge an artist

At Belvedere, 
In Model Form

Kon-Tiki has come to Belve­ 
dere. 
While the famed raft did not 
sail into Marin w aters under 
its own canvas, the excitement 
of Cub Scouts in Den 1 of Pack 
78 could scarcely have been 
greater if it had. 
Correspondence 
with 
Nor­ 
wegian yachtsmen begun in 
November was climaxed by the 
arrival of an authentic scale 
model of Thor Heyerdahl’s bal­ 
sa raft from the Kon-Tiki Hus- 
et in Oslo. 
The boys, under direction 
of their den mother, Mrs. Wil­ 
liam Ferguson, have been fol­ 
lowing a boating them e within 
the 
framework 
of 
cubbing 
since the den was formed last 
September. 
Impressed with the prowess 
of Norwegians on the water 
offer a trip to Europe last 
spring, Mrs. Ferguson encour­ 
aged the boys to study the Vik­ 
ings and the fabled 4,300-mile 
voyage of the Kon-Tiki from 
Peru to Polynesia in 1947. 
The Kon-Tiki has been re­ 
turned to Oslo, floated into the 
harbor, and a building erected 
around it. The Kon-Tiki Huset 
is a national shrine. Dr. and 
Mrs. Ferguson saw the original 
during their stay in Norway, 
and found that the Norwegian 
people are extrem ely proud of 
the unusual craft and its ac­ 
complishment. 
The raft the boys received 
is a kit, which they will have 
to assemble. It duplicates the 
m aterials used in the ocean­ 
going Kon-Tiki, modeled on 
South American Indian rafts 
in use in the 1500s. Parts are 
made of bamboo, pine, bamboo 
matting, banana leaf and can­ 
vas. The Cubs will have a good 
opportunity 
to 
apply 
their 
knowledge of knots, for the 
raft is lashed together with 
reef and bowline knots. 
The Kon-Tiki is a sailing 
model, and on its completion, 
the youngsters look forward to 
launching it in the Belvedere 
Lagoon

dock. It is too small for pas­ 
sengers, which may be just as 
well, for the junior grade ex­ 
plorers in the den are an ad­ 
venturous group.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Just Because Our Moon Is 
Up, We Can't Go To Sleep 


Now that there is a satellite whizzing 
around the earth earn in g a stamp 
“Made In U.S.A. By Free Men,“ there 
may be a tendency on the part of many 
of us to relax into a state of compla­ 
cency. 
The Russian Sputniks shattered one 
such comatose state. But now that we 
have duplicated their achievements, we 
face the distinct possibility of a relapse. 
Actually, of course, our achievement 
has not approached their’s in one re­ 
gard. We sent out a satellite weighing 
siightly more than 30 pounds; they sent 
out two, one weighing 184 pounds, the 
other 1,118 pounds, more than half a 
ton. 
There was somewhat of a victory for 
us in th is, however. W e were able to 
pack much more scientific equipment 
into our 30-pound unit than the Rus­ 
sians were in their large missiles. 
But the fact is that the Russians now 
apparently know more about getting 
powder to push heavy objects into space 
than we do. From a military point of 
view, this is important. 
Dr. Wernher Von Braun, chief of the 
Army's ballistic missile agency which 
launched our moon, refused, in answer 
to a question, to revise his estimate that 
it will take five years for us to catch up 


with the Soviet. “What we have in orbit 
now," Von Braun declared, “is only a 
rival in spirit to Sputnik.” 


These words from a man who should 
know, must be taken as a sobering in­ 
fluence on our exuberance. 
Nothing 
that happened on the beach at Cape 
Canaveral changes one iota some of the 
things that were brought so forcibly to 
our attention by Sputnik: 


The Explorer doesn't provide us w ith 
one extra scientist. 
The 
Explorer doesn't 
train 
more 
teachers for our schools. 


Our satellite shows only that we are 
making progress in a field which calls 
for hundreds of millions of dollars if 
we are to pursue it. And we dare not 
fail to continue to pursue it. 


So while the Explorer is a great vic­ 
tory and we have no doubt that soon 
Vanguard will be whirling beside Ex­ 
plorer, these are only the first faltering 
steps of an infant. Will they grow up to 
be good boys or bad? 
Will they be able 
to lick the kids in the next block, or will 
they become chums? 


Our cheers and congratulations to our 
scientists, and our warning and plea to 
our fellow man not to go back to sleep 
again.

Florida's Governor Speaks Out 


With Integrity On Four Problems 


It is welcome and rew ard­ 
ing to see an independent- 
thinking, authentic Southern 
political leader, like Gov. Le 
Roy Collins of Florida, deliver 
a m ajor address on contro­ 
versial issues which so clearly 
deserves a national audience 
and will, I believe, receive na­ 
tional attention. 
Governor Collins gave ex­ 
actly that kind of speech in 
the political setting of a Jef- 
ferson-Jackson Day D e m o ­ 
cratic dinner in Raleigh, N. C. 
The mood of his speech was 
caught up in his early words: 
“I have not come here to say 
what will please white or col­ 
ored, the North or the South, 
my people at home or you in 
North Carolina.” 


COLLINS HAD COME to 
speak candidly and concretely 
on contentious matters. His 
is a voice which deserves re ­ 
spect because he is a politi­ 
cian of great intellectual in­ 
tegrity and because he is dis­ 
posed to deal in ideas rather 
than to dispense a bundle of 
words. 
It is not possible to sum ­ 
marize 6,000 words in 600, 
but it seems to me it would 
be profitable for all, N orth­ 
erners and Southerners alike, 
to look at the essense of what 
the governor of Florida had 
to say on four subjects of na­ 
tional concern. 


SCHOOL INTEGRATION— 
Gov. Collins does not like the 
Suprem e Court decision. He 
urges the court to “ get out of 
the legislative business of de­ 
veloping 
broad-scale 
plans” 
for im plem enting the 
14th 
am endm ent. 
He 
wants 
the 
“heavy 
hand 
of 
coercion” 
taken off the South. 
But he does not want the 
South to lay the “heavy h an d ” 
of inaction on itself. He wants 
the South to move at its own 
initiative. He says: 
“The 
inevitable 
tide 
of 
h u m a n 
progress 
m o v e s 
against racial discrimination. 
Universal brotherhood must 
be our goal. It is our Christian 
obligation as well as our legal 
obligation 
to 
accommodate 
oiir hearts and minds to it.” 


STATE’S R I G H T S — He 
would like to see some move­ 
ment of political power away 
from the federal governm ent 
and into state governments. 
H e’d like to see more services 
to the people perform ed by 
government 
closest 
to 
the 


people, the states. 
But 
he 
warns 
that 
too 
many champion states’ rights 
not in order to use these 
rights but in order to keep the 
federal governm ent from us­ 
ing them. He believes deeply 
in states’ rights but he wants 
to use them as a means of 
dealing with social problems, 
not as a device to neglect 
them. 


SHOULD SOUTH BOLT the 
Democractic Party? — Gov. 
Collins earnestly c o u n s e l s 
against it. He sees such a 
course as bad for the South, 
bad for the party and bad for 
the country. He puts it this 
way: 


“The answer is to work 
within the Democratic party 
in order to make it, once 
again, 
the 
truly 
national 
party, which has always been 
its complexion in times of na­ 
tional crisis when history has 
required that great presidents 
be produced. This is indeed 
such a tim e.” 


WAGING THE PEACE— He 
warns against over-concentra­ 
tion on military spending to 
the neglect of measures need­ 
ed 
to 
strengthen 
the 
free 
world. He bespeaks a “ new 
idealism” in helping 
back­ 
ward lands for their own sake, 
not just to combat Commun­ 
ism. 


I am not, at this point, argu­ 
ing Gov. Collins’ views. I am 
simply suggesting that he de­ 
serves 
a 
national 
platform 
from which to expound his 
views and, in a limited way, 
seeking to give him that plat­ 
form.

Sweden's '05 Plan To 


Invade Norway Told 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden OP-— 
The Swedish chiefs of staff, 
after more than 50 years, have 
released the official story of 
the “war that never was”— 
how Sweden planned to invade 
Norway In 1905. 


The official history was pub­ 
lished in Stockholm this week. 
It proved to be a real “spy 
thriller.'’ 


It began on June 7, 1905, 
after Norway announced her 
intention of ending the union 
with Sweden and putting an 
unknown Danish prince on the 
throne 
of 
Norway— the 
late 
King Haakon 
The Swedish High Command 
reacted at once. 
Out of a 
dusty pigeonhole came a plan, 
drawn up in 1895, for the in­ 
vasion of Norway. 
Mobiliza­ 
tion 
of the 
Swedish 
armed 
forces was called on ‘July 17. 
The late King Gustav, then 
crown prince of Sweden, was 
picked to lead a 130.000-man I 
expeditionary 
force 
against 
Norway. 
Cloak-and-dagger played its 
part. 
Sweden organized intel­ 
ligence offices in London and 
Copenhagen. Agents were sent 
to Norway and Swedes already 
living there were paid to be 
spies. 
The first news of the Nor­ 
wegian mobilization — 76.000 
Norwegians were deployed— 
was brought to the defense 
ministry by Lt. Carl Sandies, 
who visited a Norwegian fort

disguised as a hunter selling 
game. 
At the gate, of another fort, 
Lt. Karl Stalhane stood disguis­ 
ed as a workman, counting the 
Norwegians as they reported 
for service.

King Haakon rem ain­ 
ed on his throne, reigning from 
1905 to his death last Septem ­ 
ber.

Vanguard 
Blows Up 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (ft 
—The Navy’s second Vanguard 
satellite rocket roared skyward 
today but ended just like the 
first— in a fiery explosion. 
Sixty seconds after a beauti­ 
ful takeoff at 2:33 a m., the 
bullet-shaped V anguard

bled crazily, broke into two 
pieces and was destroyed by 
the test range safety officer.

But the Vanguard climbed

ward the ocean in fiercely blaz­ 
ing fragments. 
So the Soviet Union, having

II, carrying a

The first Vanguard rocket, 
fired here Dec. 6. struggled 
upward only four feet before 
it toppled over and was partly 
consumed in its own flames.

Design Poses Hazard 


NEW YORK (JPI — The Van­ 
guard rocket— which failed in 
its climb toward space — is 
more than just a satellite taxi 
cab. 
Vanguard 
is 
the 
proving 
ground for a highly sophisti­ 
cated rocket design. 
Actually V anguard’s advanc­ 
ed design is a hazard as well as 
an advantage. 
Army rocket expert Wern- 
her von Braun, whose Jupiter- 
C rocket system sent the first 
American satellite into orbit, 
compared the Vanguard with 
the Jupiter-C. 
He said the Vanguard rocket 
was superior, needing only a 
third of the thrust and the 
weight of the Jupiter-C. 
But in practice, he said, the 
Vanguard is so sophisticated it 
is a little difficult to launch 


while the Jupiter-C is based 
on older and more proved— 
even more obsolete—designs. 
K urt R. Stehling, the man in 
charge of V anguard’s propul­ 
sion system, says that the Van­ 
guard is facing a whole battery 
of rocket questions— more than 
other rockets had tackled at 
one time. 


While some other rockets are 
allowed fudge factors — m ar­ 
gins of erro r— the Vanguard 
allows for little error.

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Have A Heart, 
Allow For The Calorie Tally

It’s open season on commit­ 
tee m eetings — from P-TA to 
political. Your turn is bound 
to come. Before you know it, 
you’ve said, “We can meet at 
my house.” 
Then 
you 
start 
scheming 
what to serve. Something sim ­ 
ple 
to 
manipulate, 
compact 
enough to sidle up to the pa­ 
pers on the table, 
and yet 
startling enough to command 
respect from the gourmets of 
the crowd. 
The “little brunch” or the 
“little dessert,” 
so carefully 
selected for its ability to star­ 
tle, can wreak havoc with those 
of your crowd who are hon­ 
estly and religiously counting 
their calories. 
MUNCHING MARTYRS 
They 
may 
bravely 
accept 
what is passed to avoid hurt­ 
ing your feelings, and then go 
and skip lunch or dinner to 
make up the difference. 
Or 
they may have the courage to 
say, “No thanks” and mean it. 


In which case, they may real­ 
ly hurt your feelings. 
On the other hand, some of 
your cohorts look forward to 
those frills that go with civic 
duty. 
The trick is to plan for both 
the “thick and the thin of it.” 
If the nutbread is ultra rich, 
serve a basket of melba crack­ 
ers and light whipped cottage 
cheese spread seasoned with 
orange rind. 
Or break brunch tradition 
with fruit and cheese. (Some 
may go heavy on the cheese, 
some heavy on the fruit.) 
ON THE SIDE 
Salads are generally consid­ 
ered a dieter’s best friend — 
particularly for luncheon. Have 
a heart, and serve the dress­ 
ing on the side. Provide lady­ 
like melbas as well as lusty 
breads for accompaniments. 
Desserts are dangerous — or 
usually are. There’s no reason 
why a fruit compote can’t be 
a “piece de resistance.” Mari­ 


nate the fruit in sherry or a 
subtle liqueur. The flavor is in, 
but not much calorie-wise. 
Top with sherbet and leave 
whipped cream to everyone’s 
option. 
Sopnge cake offers a won­ 
derful format for glamor des­ 
serts. Top with fruit or custard 
sauce and set out two labeled 
bowls of topping — light and 
heavy. 
Among the light top­ 
pings are whipped non-fat milk 
(recipes 
on 
most 
packages) 
with vanilla and soupcon of 
powdered sugar. Or whipped 
cottage cheese slightly sweet­ 
ened and spiked with nutmeg. 
On the heavy side: whipped 
cream (naturally), ice cream, 
sour cream or creamed cream 
cheese (beat in a little milk 
to soften and use liqueur for 
sweetening). 
If you’re bound and deter­ 
mined to serve your favorite 
chocolate cake, there’s no stop­ 
ping you. But please be kind. 
Let your guests tell you how 
big a piece. 


WHO'S FLUSTERED?— Not this hos- 
ess. When “the girls” who’re coming 
over for a committee meeting out­ 
number the capacity of her coffee 


pot, she skilfully brews a tea concen­ 
trate, then pours to each one's taste 
with the hot water close at hand. An 
unusual tea makes a real occasion 
of it.

Mrs. William B. Newman, 
water and soil 
conservation 
chairman for the Golden Gate 
District of the Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, has announced 
that the Outdoor Art Club has 
received a plaque specifying 
that the club’s Penny Pines 
Plantation of about eight acres 
of seedlings has been planted 
in the Eldorado National For­ 
est near Placerville. 
The club is the first in the 
county to participate in the 
P e n n y P i n e s Cooperative 
Plantation program, under the 
supervision of the U.S. Forest 
Service, designed for clubs as 
a public participation program. 
A minimum contribution of 
$68 provides 6,800 seedlings, 
sufficient 
to 
plant 
approxi­ 
mately eight acres. 
PLANT MORE 
With the help of the Califor­ 
nia 
Federation 
of 
Women’s 


Clubs 
and 
similar organiza­ 
tions in the state, the burned 
timber areas in the national 
forests of California have, in 
the past two years, been plant­ 
ed with 
668,866 
more trees 
than would have been possible 
with the regular planting funds 
available to the U. S. Forest 
Service. 
Since 1955 this plantation 
work has been done on the 
Klamath and Sequoia Forest 
burns of 87,000 and 16,500 
acres respectively. During this 
period, organization • contribu­ 
tions to the program have to­ 
taled $6,688.66. 
Penny Pines 
planting is now being done on 
an old brush field in the Eldo­ 
rado 
National 
Forest 
near 
Placerville. 
NEEDS TREES 
C a l i f o r n i a has 2,100,000 
acres in need of planting; 200,- 
000 of this is in immediate 


need before it reverts to brush. 
An intensified planting pro­ 
gram to assure timber is being 
carried on by the U. S. Forest 
Service which planted 8,000 
acres last year. 
The Penny 
Pines 
program 
started in California in 1941 
when the San Francisco Sports­ 
women’s Assn. introduced it in 
the San Mateo County schools 
as a continuing conservation 
education project. Plantations 
on several of the forests in the 
Sierra Nevada are to the credit 
of the women’s organizations of 
the state. ' 
All plantations carry a sign 
listing the organizations which 
have contributed to the plant­ 
ing. 
Throughout 
the 
years 
since its inception 
this 
pro­ 
gram, which is a continuing 
one, has contributed over $12,- 
000 to

MAJOR DISORDERS 
These three disorders—hard­ 
ening 
of the arteries,

The importance of finding 
the answers to these three pro­ 
foundly important “unknowns” 
is underscored by the fact that
